TTnion Services at the Congregational 


Church. 


Eloijuent Discourse by Reverend Mr. 


Anthony-ResiariaHe Remark 


by Reverend Mr. McLean. 


Appeal for the Sinews of war. 


There was a large attendance at the 


Ccmf regatlonal Church last evening. 
Services were held In none of the 
other IProtestant churches, but the va- 
rious pastors, with their flocks, were 
Invited (o attend the Union Temper- 
ance meeting at Mr. McLean's church. 
The services opened by reading of the 
Scriptures, in which the passage "Love 
thy neighbor as thyself occurred, 
alter which there was prayer by Rev. 
Mr. McLfiughlln. It was a very ear- 
nest appeal to the Throne of Grace 
and to human ears, more ramark- 
able for Its omissions than for its sup- 
plications. How the prayer was re- 
garded by our Heavenly Father we 
know not. The reverend gentleman 
did not pray "0 Lord, bless the liquor 
dealers; open their eyes to the sin and 
iniquity which their business produ- 
ces, and point out-other avenues of 
usefulness tn theiti.1' .He did not pray, 
"O Lord, bleesUtbe poor drunkard; 
raise him trom Mils-degradation and 
remove from hlm-the terrible appetite 
•which his evil habits have created. 
and assist him-to Twist-temptation " 
But he <Hd pj*y: "O Lord, bless the 
temperance enu»e;/and bless the tem- 
perance people ,engaged in it. ' It 
reminded us of the prayer of the old 
pious fellow who owned Jialf ot a 
IIORIO. At his evening devotions he 
prayed something after the following 
style: "O Lord, bless me and my wif<>, 
my son John and his wife, ,tind our 
half of old Ohloe; us rp' and no mo', 
Amen." After this earnest, Christian 
prayer, Eev. Mr. Anthony was Intro- 
duced as the principal speaker of the 
evening. Mr. Anthony is a pleasant, 
earnest and effective speaker. 
He 
portrayed in eloquent language- the 
evil effe-.ts of intemperance, and nar- 
rated In a graphic manner some In- 
stances of individual debasement oc- 
casioned T>y the vice. He also proded 
some of the hypocritical temperance 
people— those who keeo liquor upon 
their sideboards at home, ant were 
opposed to having It drank In saloons, 
and unconsciously no doubt, trod up- 
on the toes of some brother ministers 
who occupied the pulpit with him. 
He told how a saloon-keeper adver- 
tised his place In Grass Vallpy, and at 
tha bottom of the advertisement was: 
"jf B. — G. T. winks understood at the 
bar!1' The speaker animadverted 
upon the hypocrisy of some Good 
Templars. He did not say if the Local 
Option Law should pass the saloons 
would become wholesale houses, and 
the advertisements would read: "N. 
B.— I* O. winks understood at this 
house" The vials of his wrath were, 
as Is usual with temperance leeture-s, 
poured out upon the heads ot the poor 
retail dealers; while the wealthy 
wholesale dealers, such Is the potency 
of money, were passed by as n sort of 
recognized necessity. He referred to 
the fact that the Local Option Law, if 
enforced, would ruin many men, and 
Instanced a conversation withagen- 
tleman who owned a large vineyard. 
This gentleman, who Is engaged In 
promoting one of the greatest Indus 
tries of the State, told Mr. Anthony 
that the law, general Iv enforced .would 
ruin him. "But," said this most wor- 
thy follower of the Author of the Gol- 
den Rule, "It Is better that this man 
should be ruined than that so much 
intemperanco should prevail I" In 
very bad taste the speaker dragged 
Into the pulpit the recent charter 
election, and denounced the Bepubll-

lean paity because a telegram had 
, 


bef-n received in this city from Wash- '• 
Ington stating that "if the Republican 
paity IB defeated in the city election 
ft will bausud Uere (Washington] for 
the pin nose ofdefeatlng the approjir1- 
ation.1' But Mr. Anthony did not 
qnotte the language of tlie message. 
He culled It an attempt to coerce the 
freemen of Oakland. We were glad 
to be assured that he did not per- 
mit hirnseirto be coerced. Hedidnot 
we are pained to add, reler lo the Uied 
Seolt DecMon or the Fugitive Slave 
Law; neltherdid he negiectto refer fo 
the immense amount ot bleed and 
treasure which had been expenJed to 
preserve the liberties of the temper- 
ance people and enable them to de- 
prive ihelr neighbors of their property 
because they did not agree with the 
advocates of "ITo License.'1 Mr. An- 
tlionydlci not want to be accused of 
being arbitrary m the matter! hut he 
did claim that the tcmperanie people 
had a right to dictate whether people 
-should drink or not. His speech was 
extempoie, or a premeditated im- 
promptu, and was really interesting. 


The choir sang. 
Mr. Hamilton arose and said he had 
nothing to Suv. He hud piepared H 
speech, but it-was not exactly suited 
fur this audience, and he would save 
his shot for another occasion. Our re- 
porter took a critical glance at the nu- 
dience. which was composed of a 
sprinkling of all classes and a pre- 
ponderance of our best citizens, and 
mentally wondered what kind of an 
audience Mr. Hamilton was looking 
for. .Fethaps his speech is intended 
for the ears of saloon keepers and 
those olher vile characters who op- 
pose Local Option, and the woids aud 
phiaies have been culled fiom the 
"itogues Lexifon," so thai his hearers 
may be addressed In familiar lan- 
guage. 
Mr McLean had a few words to say. 
Hi; was obliged lo attend ,he bunUay 
School Convention at Stockton, and 
would not, therefore, have anotherop- 
portunity to speak upon thi'iquestion, 
Ho suld there was an erroneous 1m- 
piesbion abroad iu relation to the law 
it was not intended to be1 prohibitory; 
it was not intended to pteventdnnk- 
ins, but to regulate the chinking, 'Hie 
temperance people assumed the right 
to say when jiquor bhould be diuult 
He desned to impress it upon the 
community Hi it the Uw was not pro- 
hibitory, but was merely a regulation. 
He closed by charitably assertins that 
the wholesale andretpilliquordef ;rs 
li.td raised.il had been said, S5,OUO to 
piy for publication and buy vote"., 
and that lie was requested to ask for, 
'How muoli do jou think,'1 saia lie, 
One thousand dollar!,'" 
-There aie
